ARNARCHY FOLLOW PROLONGATION OF WAR IN ENGLAND

Lord Loreburn’s grave w arning in the house of lords, that 
anarchy would follow' the prolongation of the war indefinitely, 
is certain to have an effect on th e belligerent statesmen, even 
though for the moment it mak#*s no impression on public opinion. 
Lord Loreburn is one of E urope’s most brilliant lawyers and 
deepest thinkers. 
He was lord chancellor of Great Britain 
between 1905 and 1912 and is an intense liberal in politics. 
He 
has always been noted for blurting out the truth, however in- 
convenient th#* truth might be to others, and he has owed his 
rise to that unusual characteristic as much as to the admirable 
judgment which almost always bas been shown to reside in bis 
opinions. 
Undoubtedly, whatever Lord Loreburn says in th* open, in a 
time of grave crisis, many minds of 
first ran k ar# 
privately 
thinking. 
Under this condition It frequently ne#*ds but a pub­ 
licly spoken word to cause men at large to unburd«*n th* lr half 
timorously concealed thoughts. 
There can be lit!I♦* question 
but the Baron Loreburn’s picture of Europe aft*) th#* war as 
a wilderness inhabited mostly by old people and children will 
produce changes of opinion among statesmen concerning the 
consequences to the world lf the war is fought to the end. 
These chang#*s may #*v«*n occur between 
repr* s»*ntativ# s of 
enemy pow#*rs, if it h#* true that Prince von Buelow is now in 
Switzerland for th#* purpose of discovering a possible- basis for 
peace. 
The most, fundamental of all peace bases is a r»*ali/.a 
Hon of the consequences that would result lf peace w ere r#*fus#*#l 
and if th#* war wer>* to continue to a condition of exhaustion. 
Lord Loreburn’s warning of th#* specter of anarchy lurking 
in th#* background of th#* present conflict must b#* accepted as a 
positive contribution to th** cause of peace. 
It is one of th** 
growing number of indication! that Europe gradually is •‘merg­ 
ing front the condition of blind hatred which prevail#*#! earlier 
in the war. 
This does not mean that peace will probably be d**- 
c la red immediately, but it unquestionably do»*s mean that the 
way is being cleared for an <*vbange of peace views among the 
belligerents. 
How long it will take before the way is finally 
opened, no one can tell,
